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FARM  TO.fi  NEWS 
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RECORD  WHEAT  CROP  IN  SIGHT;  OTHER  CROPS  PROMISING 

The  outlook  for  a  record-breaking  billion-bushel  wheat  harvest  continues 
bright,  according  to  the  June  forecast  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
prospective  total  -wheat  production  is  1,085,000,000  bushels,  about  eight  million 
above  last  year's  record  crop.    Oats  and  hay  also  promise  above-average  produc- 
tion, with  oats  running  14  per  cent  ahead  of  1944. 

Meanwhile,  USDA  forecasts  on  other  crops  contain  little  reason  for  gloom. 
A  record  crop  of  early  potatoes  is  predicted,  arid  the  tonnage  of  vegctablo 
truck  crops  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year's.     Total  fruit  pro- 
duction •will  be  nearly  equal  to  last  year's  record  harvost,  with  prospects  for 
record  crops  of  peaches  and  sweet  cherries.

June  30  is  the  closing  date  for  filing  applications  for  payments  under  the 
1944  agricultural  conservation  program,  Chairman  C.  V.  Hemphill  of  the  State  AAA 
Committee  said  today. 

BETTER  LUNCHES  FOR  MORE  CHILDREN 

WFA's  School  lunch  program  in  New  Mexico  reached  a  peak  of  226  schools  and 
child-care  centers  serving  lunches  to  22,410  school  children  this  year. 

According  to  Gordon  Wood,  WFA '  s  district  representative,  participating 
schools  received  approximately  $158,000  from  the  War  Food  Admin  is  trat  ion 
through  May  51 «    Non-profit  child-care  centers  had  about  $15,750  to  show  for 
their  cooperation  in  the  program. 

"The  program  showed  marked  improvement  in  interest  and  in  the  number  of 
schools  participating,"  Kr.  Wood  said.

LIVESTOCK  FEEDING  HITS  LIVELY  PACE 
Farmers  and  ranchers  of  the  corn  belt  and  tho  great  plains  arc  increasing 
hog  and  poultry  production,  as  well  as  cattle  feeding,  according  to  AAA  Chief 
N.  E.  Dodd.    Other  reports  indicate  that  feeders  arc  beginning;  to  feed  cattle 
to  heavier  weights  to  collect  tho  new  beef  production  payments  of  50  cents  a 
hundredweight.     There1 s  a  relative  scarcity  of  lightweight  steers  in  recent 
market  receipts. 

large  supplies  cf  wet  corn  in  tho  western  end  of  the  corn  belt,  plus  ceil- 
ing prices  being  paid  on  all  woights,  encouraged  feeders  to  market  their  hogs 
this  spring  at  tho  heaviest  weights  in  50  years.    During  April  hogs  slaughtered 
under  federal  inspection  averaged  257  pounds--30  pounds  above  the  five-year 
pre-war  average  for  April. 

DAIRYMEN  ARE  DO  IMG  A  BANG-UP  JOB,  ANDERSON  SAYS 

The  nan  who  will  become  secretary  of  agriculture  on  July  1  is  impressed 
With  the  "milk  miracle"  of  the  war  years.    After  hearing  the  story,  Chairman 
Clinton  P.  Anderson  of  the  special  food  committee  complimented  farmers,  the 
dairy  industry,  and  the  War  Food  Administration. 

Milk  production  on  the  U.  S.  farms  in  May,  estimated  at  12,600,000,000 
pounds,  broke  all  records  for  volume  produced  in  any  one  month.     Other  figures 
that  made  Congressman  Anderson  smile  include  the  following:    Production  of  milk 
on  farms  has  jumped  from  109  billion  pounds  in  1940  to  more  than  120  billion  in 
1945;  the  U.  S.  commercial  wholc-milk  supply  has  increased  from    47  billion 
pounds  in  1940  to  64g  billion  in  1944j    and  production  of  dry  whole-milk  powder 
has  multiplied  by  seven  in  the  last  four  years. 
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V7FA  EXTENDS  COTTONSEED  SUPPORT 


Price  supports  established  for  the  1944  crop  of  cottonseed  will  also  cover 
the  1945  crop.     The  support  price  for  Nov;  Mexico,  Texas,  and  Oklahoma  is  $55  a 
ton,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     The  support  price  is  a  dollar  higher  in  all  other 
states .
